Tur House of Commons is endeavouring to make 
up for lost time. There are no long debates, and no 
sensation speeches. More actual business has been 
done during the last fortnight than in all the preced- 
ing portion of the session. The corrected estimates 
have been increased by an additional million without 
a word of remark. Men consider the infliction of 
seventy-five millions of taxation to be inevitable, and 
they submit to it as they do to torrents of rain. 
Members exhibit very little interest in political de- 
partments, looking rather for the “ last” than for the 
coming man. The Speaker's voice is more fre- 
quently heard than usual, as he rapidly puts the 
question, and declares that the “ ayes have 
“it.” Hundreds of thousands of pounds are voted 
away as quickly as an auctioneer’s hammer falls. 
The House is deserted, echoing, and forlorn. The 
whole disposal of political and financial measures is 
left to some forty or fifty gentlemen, who eschew the 
pursuit of grouse under difficulties. (rovernment has 
secured the attendance of so many retainers as may 
constitute a House, or carry a disputed point by a 
glorious majority of one. . 

The “ Party Emblems ([reland) Bill” was made 
law last night, apparently without a word of 
remark. Although Mr. Cardwell has been laughed 
out of his idea that “to sing any song” could be 
made the subject of police jinvestigation, without 
practising the sub-constables in vocal harmony, and 
has softened down his Neapolitan first clause, the Bill 
is the most unconstitutional and arbitrary measure 
ever passed by an assembly of Englishmen. The 
Bill not only makes “ intention” penal, but constitutes 
a sub-constable the judge of the intention. That 
Protestants should proeeed to church on Sabbath- 
days; that a clergyman should read the burial ser- 


be rung for the funeral, say of a convert, may be 
likely, in these days, to excite animosity, and, con- 
sequently, may be penal. We question very much, 
whether, in the code of Naples or Austria, a law of 
so stringent and sweeping a character ean be found. 
And, yet, the Whigs who passed this law are friends 
of Liberty ! 

Another Irish Bill passed through the House, that 
relating to the Church Temporalities. The 36th clause 
permits the Keclesiastical Commissioners to apply 
money to the augmentation of small livings. This 
clause would, indeed, be valuable if the Commissioners 
were ever likely to have funds to spare ; but when 
they cannot afford to rebuild Saint Andrew's Church, 


have much to spare for small livings. Mr. Vance 
struggled for an increase in the salaries of the clerks 
under the Ecclesiastical Board—men of education 
and position, who, because they hold an office con- 
neoted with the Church, are rewarded by curates’ 
salaries. He asked that their salaries should be 
under the control of the Treasury.

Three 
years since a similar committee passed resolutions 
nearly as humane, yet no movement was made 
towards legislation. The matter rested, when the 
former Committee gave in their report. It was sup- 
posed that the House of Commons would have legis- 
lated in the spirit of their resolutions, but one year 
glided away, and another, and another. Then, upon 
the occurrence of a series of cruelties, another Com- 
mittee is appointed, and a new set of resolutions. 
Nothing can be done now until the next session of 
Parliament. During the cold and dreary nights of 
the next winter, some Poor Law official will en- 
deavour to renjove.all the poor who are remoyable. 
Instances of wrpng and inhumanity will still shock 
us, and unless Írish Boards of Guardians continue 
to urge our representatives to persevere, and to pro- 
cure a bill to carry into effect these resolutions, a 
year or two more will pass away, and nothing be 
done. We have had commissions enough. It is 
high time to legislate. 1
